Title 39 3 United States Code, Section 4057, wliich concerns opening 
first-class nail reads as follov/s, "Only an employee opening dead mail 
by authority of the Postmaster General, or a person holding a search 
V7arrant authorized by law may open any letter or parcel of the first- 
class which is in the custody of the Department". This law applies 
to everyone other than an employee opening dead mail who is authorized 
by the Postmaster General to do so.
